. . . there were 340 cl them md 
they averaged three beans per 
p"d . . . ue didn’t tak» the trou­ 
ble to shell them all out to •see 
how big a pile they would make 
ie how much thee would weigh 
. . . we might have held one of 
those contests like guessing how 
many beans or grains of corn 
there are in a glass jar, but we 
didn’t . . . we were satisfied with 
gasping al the fuze of the plant 
ami the number of fat pods on it 
. , . no wonder Fayette County 
fanners arc going in for growing 
soybeans. 
Incidentally, that 
makes 
me 
■wonder why some individual or 
group doesn’t g< t together and 
put up a processing plant here 
. . . soybeans have such a va­ 
riety of commercial uses . . . and 
are considered such fine* feed for 
livestock, 
when

tile point, they apparently thrive 
in Fayette County’s soil . . . the 
b ggest yield I can recall being 
reported this year is around 40 
bushels per acre . . . and in terms 
of cash at present prices, that 
ain't hay.

Germans Admit Situation in 


Russia Dangerous

The past 24 hours, in which tile 
Red army cracked tile German 
eastern front delenscs in a major 
break, were the blackest of the 
war for Germany. 
Swedish 
cor­ 
respondents reported today from 
Berlin. 
The Berlin correspondent of Af- 
tonbladet said ii Soviet troops can 
follow up their smashing break­ 
through tile “ Germans realize it 
can’t mean anything but a catas­ 
trophe that would put Stalingrad 
in a shadow.” 
“ As a whole, the war reports 
since yesterday have given Ger­ 
many its blackest day since the 
war started, even counting Stalin­ 
grad.'’ said the 
Aftonbladet 
dis­ 
patch. which parsed German cen­ 
sorship. 
“ It is obvious to every German 
that Hie Russians, not the Ger­ 
mans, liave the initiative, and Red 
army force, instead 
of 
growing 
weaker, grows stronger, piling up 
great troubles 
for 
the 
German 
army. 
Even the most optimistic 
Gorman hesitates now in viewing 
w hat is going to happen.” 
Swedish correspondents indicat­ 
ed that there had not been so much 
anxiety in Berlin since Berliners 
bogan to prepare for aerial war­ 
fare against the Reich capital aft­ 
er the devastation of Hamburg in 
early August. 
There was considerable specula­ 
tion here that there is more be­ 
hind the latest conference between 
Adolf Hitler and 
Nazi 
leaders 
than announced through official 
German agencies. 
Berlin dispatches 
said 
Major 
Sommerfeldt, official representa­ 
tive of the German high command, 
announced the breach in the Ger­ 
man lines to a press conference 
with the solemn words: 
“ I am 
sorry I have to announce a Russian 
breakthrough 
on

front.” 
Stockholm's 
Tidningen 
said 
Sommerfeldt had not used such a 
solemn tone or similar words since 
the tall of Stalingrad.

Magrzine Artic'es Reviewed

jeets appearing in the magazines. 
The monthly magazines seem to 
feel that publishing such articles 
fills a popular demand. So here 
goes. 
The "American Mercury" al­ 
ways publishes sound and sensible 
medical advice. This month there 
is an article by Dr. Robert H. 
Feldt on tobacco. Does smok ing 
tause high blood pressure? Does 
tobacco mak e you nervous? Should 
a nursing mother smok e? 
The answers: (I) Life Exten­ 
sion Institute doctors examined 
1,800 insurance policy holders. Of 
the 1.29 2 who were habitual smok ­ 
ers the average blood pressures 
were 121, systolic, 78, diastolic. Of 
the 49 6 non-users the averages 
were 121, systolic, 76. diastolic. 
Certainly no difference that means 
anything. 
Sasok iag and Nervousness 
(2) 8.8 per cent of the non­ 
smok ers admitted they were nerv­ 
ous and 6.7 per cent of the smok ers 
had this complaint. But tho inves­ 
tigators suggest that perhaps the 
cart is before the horse and that 
the smok ers smok e because they 
are nervous. 
(3) Moderate smok ing has no 
effect on childbearing or on the 
health of the children. Dr. Potter, 
of Buffalo, w rites: “Being a non­ 
smok er myself, I have look ed for 
bad effects aa to milk supply and 
poorly developed children, but af­ 
ter a long period of observation I 
have failed to find any injurious 
effects.” 
Another article in the same issue 
of the magazine is on the new eye 
treatm ents of William H. Bates, 
ballyhooed by Aldous Huxley. Mr. 
Batea’ idea ia that eye glasses are 
not only unnecessary, but actually 
harmful, and he advises eye exer­ 
cises such as blink ing, shifting 
vision, palming or covering tho eye 
to restore normal vision. 
Of course, there is a small grain 
of truth in what he says, and in­ 
discriminate use of glasses is silly. 
I would judge that four-fifths of 
tho children of school age who 
wear glasses do not need them, 


but I do not k now that they do any 
harm. While to deprive a badly 
near-sighted or far-sighted child 
of glasses 
is little 
leas than 
criminal. 
The tendency for such doctrines 
as Bates’ is that people will not 
go to oculists and hence a number 
of people with cataract, glaucoma 
and serious eye disease go on until 
the condition is incurable. 
Then many cases of visual diffi­ 
culty in childhood get better with 
the onset of age. Wa all k now 
people with myopia who couldn’t 
see the arithm etic lesson as k ids 
without strong lenses, but who 
threw them all away at the age of 
60 when the lens began to get less 
elastic. 
One of the most im portant les­ 
sons about life is mentioned by 
Mr. Robinson, the author of this t 
article. “People vary greatly in 
their reactions to their illnesses. 
One person suffering from an at­ 
tack of bronchitis will go to bed 
and remain an invalid for a month. 
Another will pay little attention 
to it and continue his normal rou­ 
tine until the attack passes off. ; 
Similarly one person with a re- J 
fractive error of 4 diopters may bo 
able to see perfectly well w ithout’!
